Purity 99 Service 
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Highway School Zones 

The provincial Minister of Highways has an¬ 
nounced, along with the proposed five-year driver 
licensing plan, that highway signs will.in future have 
larger lettering and that signs warning of a speed zone 
ahead wiU be placed at approaches to school zones and 
other “slow-down” areas. 

Regarding school zones on main highways, we 
have a little story to tell of a traffic case last year, 
the outcome of which resulted in school zones being 
marked as “school zones” and not just as “school” 
and which apparently has also brought up the problem 
of whether to enforce or not to enforce the law re¬ 
garding the 25-mile per hour speed limit in all school 
zones, with particular reference to the three marked 
school zones on No. 2 Highway south of Calgary at 
Turner Siding, Midnapore and DeWinton schools. 

Last February a Vulcan resident was stopped by 
the R.C.M.P. highway patrol at Midnapore and charged 
with exceeding the speed limit in a “marked school 
zone.” Hundreds of Alberta motorists have paid fines 
and costs for this same “school zone” offence at Mida- 
pore. Most of these motorists were unaware, until so 
informed by the R.C.M.P., that there was a school 
zone at this point, and the Vulcan man was no ex¬ 
ception. Anyhow, after consulting with his lawyers in 
Vulcan, he decided as a matter of principle to fight the 
case, basing his defence on the point that a simple 
diamond-shaped sign bearing the single word “School” 
did not properly designate a “marked school zone” 
with its attendant 25 miles per hour speed limit from 
8 a.m. to 5 p.m., on school days. 

We should point out here that the Vulcan man was 
quite aware of the fact that the “easy way” was to 
pay his fine and costs; that to fight the case would 
cost him several times the amount of the fine. He was 
well aware of the need to protect school children who 
might be crossing the highway, but he also thought 
that a properly marked school zone with the speed 
limit designated would be far more effective than the 
simple Word “School” which was encountered three 
times in about ten miles on Alberta’s busiest highway. 

So a plea of “Not Guilty” was entered and the 
case was heard in Calgary police court. His 
lawyer brought out the points that the Midnapore area 
was not properly and clearly designated as a school 
zone, as shown by testimony of witnesses and by 
R.C.M.P. evidence, disclosed on the radar tape, that 
extremely few cars slowed down to 25 miles per hour 
when passing through the Midnapore area; and that 
if the sign in question designated the start of a school 
zone the zone apparently extended all the way to Cal¬ 
gary, for there was no sign or other indication of the 
end of the school zone. The Calgary magistrate, barely 
deigning to listen to the evidence for the defence, 
found the Vulcan man guilty and slapped on a fine 
of $10 and costs. 

The matter could have ended there, with the only 
result being the painting of “School — Slow” signs on 
the highway (which followed shortly afterwards), but 
the magistrate’s apparent attitude of “You’re guilty 
before you’re tried” irked the Vulcan man and his 
lawyer, who thought that their evidence and argu¬ 
ments had not been given proper consideration, so it 
was decided to appeal the magistrate’s decision. 

The appeal was heard before Judge L. H. Stack in. 
June, at the spring sitting of district court in Vulcan, 
and on -the basts of the same evidence that had been 
presented in Calgary the judge ruled that the Midna¬ 
pore school zone was not properly marked as a school 
zone, that the magistrate’s conviction of the Vulcan 
man be quashed, and that the fine of $10 and costs 
that had been imposed be returned. 

This case has probably had some bearing on the 
Minister of Highways’ thinking regarding more ade¬ 
quate signs on the highways and on his expressed con¬ 
cern in regard to school zones on the main provincial 
arteries. 

It has already influenced the Department of High¬ 
ways to the extent that the single “School” signs have 
now been replaced with signs reading “School Zone-;” 
and “End of School Zone.” But we’d like to know just 
how many cars slow down at Turner Siding and De¬ 
Winton school zones as well as at Midnapore. We can’t 
quite see motorists and trucks slowing down to 25 
miles per hour three times in about ten miles and 
surely some other and better method of giving 
necessary protection to the school children can be de¬ 
vised. 

Oh yes. Our little story about the Vulcan man and 
his lawyer only ended last week when—some six 
months after the judge so ordered and following 
several letters to the Attorney-General’s Department 
—the fine and costs totalling $14 was refunded. Be¬ 
tween travelling costs and time, lawyer’s fees, sub¬ 
poenas and what-have-you, the net cost to the Vulcan 
motorist was olose to $100—all to convince the powers 
that be that be that highway school zones should be 
properly marked.

3. Provincial Parks: 

Trees will be supplied to assist 
in irrlproving the appearance and 
usefulness of these parks.

Trees will be provided to im- 
improve the appearance and use¬ 
fulness of these areas providing 
arrangements are made to pro¬ 
perly plant and care for tho 
trees. 

5. East Slope Conservation:

The world’s only know flock of 
whooping cranes is believed to 
have been reduced by almost 18 
percent during its annual migra¬ 
tion to nesting grounds in Canada 
and the return trip to the Arkan¬ 
sas National Wildlife Refuge, 
Claude Lard, refuge manager re¬ 
ported from Austwell, Texas. 

Lard said an aerial survey shows 
only 23 of the big birds have re¬ 
turned to the refuge, including two 
young ones.

Check Your Seed Grain 

In the spring of 1956 a seed sur¬ 
vey was undertaken. One farmer’s 
seed whose drill was sampled re¬ 
vealed the, following astounding re¬ 
sults. In one pound of so-called 
"seed” specialists counted 141 per¬ 
ennial sow thistle seeds, 228 stink- 
weed, 1,212 wild oats, 1,716 iamb’s 
quarter and 84 wild buckwheat. 
The farmer reported that he was 
planting Olli barley. 

Fortunately few farmers plant 
the type of grain jufct described, 
but at a glance, grain that contains 
30 or 40 weed seeds to the pound 
can look good. To find out exactly 
what is In your seed grain make a 
thorough check, by spreading out 
one pound of grain and counting 
the weed seeds. If you wish identi¬ 
fication of some of the weed seeds 
that you may find, visit your Dis-
